ers of bereavem ent " He added 
that these persons are in the 
minority and that most m orti­ 
cians perform their tasks hon­ 
estly. 
But he said he doesn't blame 
the erring undertakers so much 
as he does American religious 
institutions which

teach our parishioners the art 
of dying." 
"If Christians and Jew s knew 
even the rudim ents (rf Biblical

Canon Johnson gave his views 
to a Senate antitrust subcom­ 
m ittee, which is looking into 
the practices of funeral direc­ 
tors for possible antitrust viola­ 
tions and other conduct which 
might not be in the public in­ 
terest 
Chairm an Philip A Hart, D- 
Mich , released a price com ­ 
parison chart listing the cost 
of 12 different caskets to a fu­ 
neral 
director in each of 
13 
states and the price for which 
each sells the funeral in which 
the particular casket is used 
The chart, drawn by the sub­ 
com m ittee staff,

the cost of a funeral skyrockets 
as the price of the casket goes

In 1819 Thomas Jef­ 
ferson wrote to Spencer Roane 
“ The nation declared its will 
by dismissing functionaries of 
one principle and electing those 
of another, m the two branch­ 
es. executive and 
legislative. 
Over the judiciary department, 
the Constitution had deprived 
them of their control 
That 
therefore, has continued the re­ 
probated system, and although 
new matter has been occasion­ 
ally incorporated into the old. 
yet the leaven of the old mass 
seems to assimilate to itself the 
new. and after 20 years' con­ 
firmation of the federal system 
by the voice of the nation, de­ 
clared through the medium of 
elections, we find the judiciary 
on every occasion, still driving 
us into consolidation 
Further on he said *'Experi­ 
ence has already shown that the 
impeachment (the Constitution> 
has prov ided is not even a scare 
crow ” In 1820. in discussing 
the federal judiciary in a letter 
to William Charles Jarvis 
he 
wrote. ‘ Their power • is 1 t h e 
more dangerous as they are in 
office for life, and not respon­ 
s e . as the other functionaries 
are. to the elective control .** 
He seemed to believe the judges 
should be elected for specific 
terms 
There have been some sug­ 
gestions that if Supreme Court 
justices are to continue being

The nominee who would emerge from the 
convention rn Philadelphia that June would 
probably be Thomas E Dewey, the young,

i pocket. Other strong contenders were 


Sen. Robert A Taft of Ohio and Sen. Arthur 
Vander.burg of Michigan 
There was also a fellow named Wendell 
Willkie. Indiana lawyer and Wall Street corp­ 
oration president He wras called a dark horse, 
but as convention time neared, his complex­ 
ion had Lightened considerably. 
The old ime conservatives didn't want him. 
however. He was a glad-handmg liberal who 
had been, until recently, a registered Demo­ 
cra t But as the delegates assembled, signs of 
a real grassroots movement for the Indians 
amateur became evident 
Tens of thousands of telegrams and letters 
C 
ured into Philadelphia from the folks back 
me sn support of Willkie. 
Dewey shot his 360 votes on the first ballot 
(501 were needed to wmi and thereafter re­ 
ceded. Harold Stassen. governor of Minnesota, 
managed Willkie s campaign on the floor and 


wisely held back Willkie’s full strength. A t 
second, third, fourth and fifth ballots were 
taken, punctuated by constantly erupting 
chants from the galleries of “We Want W in­ 
kle' We Want Willkie!”, the tally for Willkie 
steadily swelled 
On the sixth ballot, be hid the nomination 
with 659 votes, which was quickly made 
unanimous. Sen. Charles McNary of Oregon, 
who was against everything Willkie was for, 
was chosen as his running mate. 
It was "The Barefoot Boy from Wall Street” 
vs. Roosevelt, the Old Pro At the end of a 
campaign that started blandly and turned bit­ 
ter. Roosevelt won 38 states to Willkie s IO. 
Willkie could hardly believe it. 
it wasn t the same kind of landslide that 
had obliterated Alf Lindon in 1936, but it 
was bad enough.
